The upturn in the state’s exports to Australia
from 2002 to 2003 was due mainly to a re-
bound in the sectors highlighted above. Ship-
ments of transport equipment grew by $45
million, followed by machinery manufactures
(up $14 million) and chemical manufactures
(up $12 million).
